Building fees for last month brought 
$5 442 in revenues to the city's treasury, 
compared to $845 in the same month last 
year Fees for the 1975-76 fiscal year to 
date have brought in $59,500. compared 
to $27 896 for the same period a year ago 
Permits also were issued in March by 
the Community 
Development Depart­ 
ment for 161 residential alterations 
valued at $71 086 more than double the 
$33,204 valuation of 135 alteration per­ 
mits issued in March a vear ago 


Residential alterations for the year to 
date have a total valuation of $471,324 
compared to $300,697 for the same period 
a year ago 
Commercial alterations in March were 
12 in number valued at $10,932, compared

And two consumers are not being "ripped-off " 
bv buying aerosol products 
Her employer she said was "the first com­ 
pany to do something about ' the claim that 
fluorocarbons damage Hh* earth's ozone layer 
although there is not conclusive information lo 
prove the claim 
Fluorix arfxms as a propellant have b<*en

An educated guess is that about 400,000,000 phone* (‘.ills 
are made in the* U.S. daily or approximal cly 150 billion a 
year. Much of this mouth to ear activity is accomplished 
for the purpose of direct marketing. 


Probably the first serious use of the telephone* for sales 
development was in the ’(ill’s when Communications 
Institute of America designed a program for Ford Motor 
Company that took 30,000,000 phone calls to come up with 
tw o ‘‘leads ’ a day for each of 23,000 salesmen in 7,000 Ford 
dealerships. Bell A Howell, U.S. Steel, Leased, Hewlett 
Packard have also been big telephone promotors, among 
others ranging in size down to corner store* operations. 
While pinning anyone down to give you straight facts on 
real results is extremely difficult, then are indications 
that these efforts were worthwhile up Lo as recently as I wo 
years ago. At that time, there seems to have been a great 
drop off in results obtained, probably due* to the fact that 
there were so many offers being made by telephone, both 
local and long distance, and the consumer, as well as most 
business people, we*re* fast getting up to the ears 
with 
being approached in this manner, 


Of course, the telephone is still a very necessary tool in 
business, for followup, routine repeat ordering, incoming 
customer contacts, customer service, etc. However, as an 
initial contact medium for searching oui new customers, 
the* telephone has seen its day, at h ast for a while People 
have been bombarded with telephone offers to sue t) an 
extent that they do not respond favorably to them as well 
as they did at one* time*.

Today, the moment the phone is 
answered, and the would lee prospect learns that t lo* caller 
is attempting to sell something, make* an appointment, 
order an in home inspection of his roo! or whatever, (ie 
throws up a brick wall of sales resistance t Ital is haft, it not 
impossible to penetrate. 


If you are a business owner considering the use of the* 
telephone for new customer prospecting today, my advice 
would In* to forget the whole thing 
Although hiring 
telephone sales pe rsonnel is usually demo on a straight 
commission basis, and you don t have anything invested for 
this kind of help, unless something is sold, you do st ill have 
the expense of your telephone ope ration to consider, and 
with telephone rates what they are now, this is not tea be 
discounted in making your promotional plans al the* lowest 


cost possible. 


There is really no true comparison between telephone 
solicitation and newspaper advertising. 'I he two nriethexls 
of obtaining customers are miles apart, and each carries an 
entirely different connotation. I he new .paper is read at 
the prospective customer s leisure, the* telephone sales 
presentation is always an interruption arid begins by 
irritating the person called. It is not logically possible to 
put someone in a buying frame of mind when such an 


atmosphere prevails. 


The telephone is here to stay, no doubt about it. But 
selling by telephone will obviously never replace selling 
through the use of newspaper advertising’ If you have 
questions on this subject, or any subject cone erning adver 
Using, you are invited to call this newspaper for a frank 
discussion.

Rainfall 
brings 
smiles 


The adage goes “ April 
showers bring spring flowers,” 
but the arrival of rainfall in the 
Santa Ynez Valley over the 
weekend produced only pure, 
unadulterated smiles on the 
faces of valley cattlemen and 
grain growers. 
Although the ram, the first to 
fall over the valley since March 
3, did not set any record break­ 
ing totals 
the amount varied 
between .35 of an inch in 
Solvang to a half an inch at the 
Valley Sales Yards north of 
Buellton 
it was sufficient to 
end a prolonged dry spell and 
give a boost to drying range 
grasses and grain fields 
The rainfall came as a sur­ 
prise and had not been forecast 
by weather observers 
Charley Hollister of the 
Valley Sales Yard who had ex­ 
pressed a pessimistic view last 
week before the rain on the out­ 
look for the cattlemen due to 
the dissipating of the natural 
feed grasses said the weekend 
rain 
would be of tremendous 
help There is no question about 
that.” 
Hollister said the rain would 
give prolonged life to the grass 
and provide more time for the 
cattlemen before they had to 
send their livestock on to 
market 
Hollister said last Friday’s 
sab* at the Sales Yard was 
marked bv a higher volume of 
animals with nearly 900 head 
being sold compared to an 
average during recent weeks of 
between 500 and 600 head 
Demand was also good, he 
commented, with prices rang­ 
ing $2 to $3 higher About 600 
steers were handled and they 
brought an average price of 
$43 90 
Commercial cows went to 30- 
34 cents bulls at 30 to 37 50, cut­ 
ter*' and canners, 25 to 28 and 
utility cows 28 30 
Although the dry spell had 
fw*en relieved somewhat many 
ranchers in the area were con­ 
tinuing to apply their sprinklers 
to the land in an effort to assure 
a good first cutting of new 
alfalfa stands and to aid the 
growing of oats and barley for 
ha v 
Dark clouds continued to

By a 3-1 vote, the Board of 
Supervisors on Monday decided 
to put into deep freeze at this 
time a proposal for considera­

CO) as a possible alternative to 
the incorporation of Solvang, 
which LAFCO denied without 
prejudice Jan 2 
Supervisors heard support 
Monday both in favor of the 
plan for an elected commission 
and opposition to the plan 
New Iv- appointed County 
Planning Commission member 
Boyd Bettencourt, of Santa 
Ynez Valley 
joined with 
Solvang attorney James Barnes 
an advocate of Solvang 
cUyhood County Farm Bureau 
executive secretary Robert 
Hunt, and Wayne Barbarick, 
utility manager who is a direc­ 
tor of Solvang Business Assn , 
in opposing the regional com­ 
mission plan 
Supervisor James M Slater 
said the fact that Supervisor 
Francis H Beattie had 
gone 
about seeing to it that another 
appointive planning advisory 
committee was selected in the 
Valley ahead of regional plan 
consideration showed “ there is 
a return to clubism in Santa 
Ynez Valley ’ 
The old “ dub,' said Slater, 
had existed hack in the days of 
his predecessor the late Sujier- 
visor Daniel ii Grant, and was
